The 
speaker of the houce of commons, was 


ennounced in the house last evening 
by the premier, who paid a graceful 
and eloquent tribute to his late friend 
and y colleague. Hon. G. E. 
‘im the absence of Sir Charles 
, Spoke for the opposition in a 
like strain, and although expressions 
of sympathy are’‘not as customary on 
Mr. Foster’s tongue as sarcasm, he 
acquitted himself most creditably. In 
the gap sen the premier and the 
acting leader of the  opposi- 
tion the strength of their ex- 
jon lay in their evident deep 
feeling on the occasion ; accentuated 
by the universal respect in which the 
late speaker was held. When he first 
assumed the speakership in 1896 it 
wat notived that he cid not look to be 
in health, although naturally a 
stféng and vigorous man. There is 
no Guestion that the conscientious dis- 
fee Of the’ duties of bis office pre- 
ially affected his health to a very 
gréat degree, and certainly hastened 
if if did not cause his death. On’ the 
anfiouncement of the ker’s death 
thé house adjourned until three o'clock 
today. A new speaker will then be 
elected. 

Mr. Fiint’s prohibition resolution 
was discussed on Friday 
last at great en without a vote 
beling reached, however. The debate 
was adjourned without a discussion, 
on motion of Mr. Lenueiux, and as 
the end of the session is close at hand 
and half the busingés is yet to be 
transactéd,: there is no possibility of 
its coming up agaia. It may be men- 
tioned that even when notice was 
first given it was téo late to come up 
in its regular order’and it was allow- 
ed to be brought-up on Friday by 
special arrangement with the govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Flint’s resolution embodied the 
concinsion reached by a meeting of 
representatives of the Dominion 
teniperance alliance in conjunction 
with members of parliament held in 
Ottawa some months ago. It was an 
attempt to get over the difficulty 
of being put in the position of de- 
manding the coercian of Quebec with- 
out ing legislation that would 
8 ly except Quebec trom its 
operations. This was reached by 
adopting the principle of the Scott 
act, but applying it by provinces in- 
stead of counties. Prohibition under 
fedéral authority was to be put in 
forée in any province voting for it. 
The vote to Be taken at the time of a 
genéral election. An amendment was 
moved by McClure declaring for 
natzinal. prohibition in response to 
the mantlate of the plebiscite. An 
ametidment to the amendment was 
moved by Parmalee taking the ground 
that the vote and majority for prohi- 
bitiOm were not sufficient to warrant 
the paséage of a prohibitory law. 
A large stumber spoke for and against 
the’ several proposals. Several con- 
ser¥atives who declared themselves to 
be fempérance men said they would 
vot against all of them. They were 
cleatly much more anxious to put the 
govérnment in a difficult position 
thai to advance the cause of temper- 

Altegether the discussion was 
fr on account of a vote not 
beifig reached. 

Recently two of the late and busy 
dafs of the session were taken up by 
the discussion of the question of pre- 
feréntial trade as understood and 
approved by the opposition. In the 
course of the debate it was made 
tolérably clear that their position is 
not te give any tariff preference to 
British trade in Canada until and 
unless Britain gives a tariff preference 
to Canadian trade in Britain. While 
this looks perfectly fair as a form of 
words, the faci that Britain’s chief 
purthases from Canada are food, 
while Canada’s chief purchases from 
Britain are manufactures, makes ail 
the difference in the world. As 
Canada is an importer of manufactures 
she can well afford to lower the duty 
on such imports coming from Britain. 
As Britain is an importer of food the 
cass would be exactly similar if 
Britain were in a position and ce- 
served to lowér the duty on food im- 

from Canada to a point below 

levied on food imported from 
other countries. But as Sritain now 
levies no duty on food imports the 
only way she can give Canada a pre- 
ference is to impose a duty on food 
coming from other couniries. As 
Canada only supplies a small part of the 
total food requirements of Britain the 
granting of such a preference would 
mean an increase in the cost of food 
to the British public. Britain’s com- 
mercial, industrial and financial great- 
ness rests on her manufactures.

Orrawa, Aug. 3, ’99. 

The ceremony of the election and 
installment of a new speaker took 
place on Tuesday afternoon. The 
choice fell upon Thos. Bain, M. P., 
for South Wentworth, and received 
the universal commendation of the 
house. Mr. Bain has been in parlia- 
ment continuously since "71. He isa 
wide reader, deep thinker and able 
speaker. A man of cool head and 
sound judgment. A very decided, 
but not bitter party man. He is 
considered to represent what may be 
called the best element of the liberal 
party. Originally a farmer for a 
number of years past he has retired 
from farm life and now resides in 
Hamilton. He assumed the duties 
of his high office with the simple 
dignity which is a leading feature of 
his character and deportment. 


A resoiution of sympathy with the 
outlanders of the Transvaal was 
moved on Monday by the premier and 
seconded by Hon. Geo. E. Foster, for 
the opposition, Sir Charles Tupper 
being absent. The resolution was 
carried unanimously. It may not be 
quite apparent at first what partieular 
object was to be gained by the Cana- 
dian parliament resoluting regarding 
something as to which they had uo 
right of direction. Canada is at once 
the largest and the weakest link in 
Britain’s chain of Empire around the 
world. When there is a possibility of 
a strain being put upon this chain in 
its South African link, it is desirable 
that it should be known beforehand 
whether or not the Canadian link is 
likely to stand the storm or is de- 
sirous of having the strain applied. 
Canada is an evidence of the fair play 
with which people other than British 
are treated in British domains; which 
is all that Britain in the present 
crisis is asking for her people in the 
Transvaal. 


On Wednesday an opportunity was 
given Sir Charles Tupper to sp2ak on 
the railway subsidies before leaving 
for England. He endorsed every- 
thing especially mentioning the Que- 
bec bridge, tle Quebec South Shore 
railway and the St. Andrew’s rapids 
improvement.

The government's desire to beautify 
the capital of the country is very 
laudable provided the country has the 
money to spare; but the pr6position 
would come with better grace from 
some other source than a government 
pledged by pre-election promises to 
strict economy. 

There was considerable discussion 
on an item of $250,000 for construc- 
tion of a railway in Prince Edward 
Island. It from ithe case 
put up by Bell, of that province, that 
the grant was not being made 
so much because of the necessity of 
the work as because Prince Edward 
Island claimed a large expenditure in 
compensaticn for the large expendi- 
turéson railways and canals in other 
provinces. As a new and startling 
feature of confederation and an open- 
ing up of untold possibilities in the 
matter of public expenditure this 
argument is worthy of special notice. 

An allusion to the Winnipeg 
Tribune as a government organ made 
by Sir Charles Tupper, brought

Ottawa despatch to the Winnipeg 
Tribune : 


Ottawa, Aug. 4.—The railway re- 
solutions were furtner considered this 
evening. 


Mr. Oliver questioned Mr. Blair very 
clesely as to what his intentions were 
relative to regulating rates.

nees and climate of the country during the 
last twenty years. In summing up the 
evidence we have come to the conclusion 
that this Edmonton district is as well 
adapted to mixed farming as any portion of 
the province of Ontario where we formerly 
resided. The climate is milder than Mani- 
toba and the Northwestern States, free 
from thoee terrible wind storms that sweep 
over the plains ; and the crops of wheat and 
ots seen on our travels are immense, sur- 
passing anything we ever saw and promis- 
ing a large profit to the farmers for their 
labor in tilling the soil. 

In conclusion I would say that the last 
sixteen years I lived in Bottineau, N. D., 
and all that time I have been trying to 
convert Canadians into Americans; but 
now I have a view of a part of this north- 
ern Eden, and see that the flaming sword 
weilded by the Conservative party prevent- 
ing the tide of immigration from entering 
it, has been removed, and the Liberal party 
is doing all that could be expected to aid 
emigration. I will be glad to hear of the 
settlers from Eastern Canada, the land 
of my birth, moving to Edmonton to better 
their condition as I believe there is no bet- 
ter country in Ameica for a man of limited 
means to go to.
